This reporter has recently been 
giving a quick look at the military 
law of our Canadian neighbors, 
who will hardly be accused of be- 
ing undemocratic or of having too 
little concern for the rights of 
individuals. 


Under Canadian law, a com- 
manding officer (corresponding 
roughly to regimental command- 
: ers, post commanders, captains of 
ships and commanders of compar- 
able Air Force units) can deal 
summarily with most offenses com- 
mitted by military personnel un- 
der the rank of warrant officer. 
Punishments include detention not 
to exceed 90 days, reduction in 
rank, and fines of not over one 
month’s pay. 

Approval by the next senior com- 
mander or other duly designated 
_ “approving authority” is required 
when detention for more than 30 
days is imposed, but only for the 
excess over 30. days. 

A commanding. officer may 
delegate authority to junior com- 
manders (i.e,, company or squad- 
ren commanders, or to the execu- 
tive officer of a ship) to impose 
punishments up to 14 days’ de- 
tention or a fine of 15 days’ pay. 

There is no appeal procedure de- 
fined in Canadian law against sum- 
mary punishments. The right of 
an accused to demand trial by 
_ court-martial instead of being dealt 
with summarily is not enshrined 
in the law, but is a matter dealt 
with by regulations.

COMPARE now the U.S. Code. 
A commanding officer can impose 
only extra duty or restriction to 
post or ship, for not more than 
two weeks, except that on board 
ship he may imprison a man for 
not exceeding seven days. And 
amy person upon whom any sum- 
mary punishment has been im- 
posed may appeal. 

It should be noted that the 
summary powers of Canadian 
commanding officers are in- 
tended to deal with the classes 
of offenses for which, under the 
UCMJ, the summary court-mar- 
tial would be appropriate. 

But under. the UCMJ, no accused 
can be tried by a summary court- 
martial if he objects thereto. He 
can demand trial by a higher 
tribunal, and the law says he must 
be so tried. 

While Canadian regulations—not 
law—do allow certain classes of 
accused (noncoms and petty offi- 
cers) to ask for trial by a disci- 
plinary court martial, it will be a 
rash man who, being guilty of any- 
thing approaching a serious of- 
fense, will flee from a tribunal 
which can at worst give him 70 
days and “bust him, to one which 
can toss him into the coop for two 
years and dismiss him from the 
service in disgrace. °

~Two weeks’ restriction or loss 
of half-a-month’s pay is all any 
commander in the U.S. services 
can do to an erring officer. 

The Canadian general court 
martial consists of five officers 
and can impose any punishment, 
including death, authorized by 
_law for a given offense. 

Its findings and sentence require 
the approval of the convening 
authority, and upon such approval 
are carried into execution—except 
that the Governor in Council (i.e., 
the Crown) must approve death 
sentences, and sentences of dis- 
missal with disgrace require the 
approval of the Minister of De- 
fense. 

A disciplinary court-martial un- 
der Canadian law corresponds. to 
our special court martial (i.e., it 
consists of three officers only). 
Such a court can impose any sen- 
tence except death or imprison- 
ment at hard labor—it can sen- 
tence an officer to dismissal, or a 
soldier to detention up to two 
years. 

Under the UCMJ, a special court- 
martial is limited to six months 
imprisonment, no dismissal or dis- 
honorable discharge and no for- 
feiture of pay exceeding %4 per 
month for six months. 

~ * . 

AS FOR appeals, the Canadians, 
like ourselves, have a civilian ap- 
peals court for military cases. 
There are no automatic appeals, 
however. The accused must apply 
for appellate consideration and 
show reasonable cause. A further 
appeal to the Supreme Court of 
Canada is allowed, but only on the 
approval of the Attorney General. 


The foregoing very brief and 
sketchy comparison of Canadian 
military justice with our own is 
not intended by this reporter as 
an advocacy of applying Cana- 
dian military law to our own 
forces. But there is this to be 
said. Despite the seeming harsh- 
ness of the law, as a matter of 
fact Canadian servicemen are 
net more harshly dealt with than 
our own, or deprived of essen- 
tial rights. 

One advantage, as stated by 
Canadian officers who have had a 
chance to observe the workings of 
our UCMJ, is that they can deal 
with the small percentage of lead- 
swingers, dhouse lawyers and 
trouble- ers without undue red 
tape and delay. 

Just take the one subject of pre- 
trial investigation, to which the 
UCMJ devotes an entire article, 
setting up an elaborate procedure 
not unlike that of a preliminary 
hearing before a magistrate, with 
sworn witnesses, cross-examination 
and so oti. 

The Canadian law says that 
when a charge is made against a 
person in the service, the com- 
manding officer shall forthwith 
make an investigation. Peribdd.

ALL SEVEN of the soldiers 
were members of Chemical Corps 
radiation monitoring teams and 
all had been in the forward test 
area almost daily since the first 
detonation in the current series 
Feb. 17.. While none suffered any 
harmful effect, all were given as- 
signments outside the test area 
in line with routine safety regu- 
lations. 

Approximately 75 Chemical 
Corps soldiers have been engaged 
in monitoring operations during 
the current: nuclear tests.

WASHINGTON.—To the mili- 
tary man, his tent is his castle, 
and he is entitled to sanctuary 
there against unlawful intrusion. 


He can stand his ground there 
against a trespasser just as a civil- 
ian can in his house. 

Thus ruled the United States 
Court of Military Appeals in setting 
aside the voluntary manslaughter 
conviction and a 15-year sentence 
of Pfc. Robert W. Adams, USA. 
Adams had shot a man who came 
into his tent after him. 

. - 


THE APPEALS COURT sent the 
case back to the Army for re- 
hearing before a new court martial, 
with the clear understanding that 
Adams had “retreated” to his 
“home” before the shooting oc- 
curred. 

In the first trial, the law officer 
had taken the position that the 
tent was not the home, thus prej- 
udicing Adams’ claim of self-de- 
fense. 

Adams, in Korea in December 
1953, was in a stud poker game 
with Cpl. R. Hughes and two others. 
Hughes accused Adams of cheat- 
ing and threatened to kill him if 
he didn’t get his money back. 

Adams went to his own tent and 
loaded his rifle.

After a while, Hughes came in, 
renewing his threats. Adams 


started pushing him back with his 


rifle barrel. Hughes reached down 
and grabbed a rifle and clip. 

Adams fired twice. Hughes was 
killed by one bullet.. A sergeant 
in a neighboring tent was killed 
by another bullet.

THE APPEALS COURT said 
these facts entitled Adams to a 
consideration for a plea of self- 
defense. The general rute is that 
to pleac self defense, a man must 
show “that he retreated — unless 
threatened in his home in which 
case he can defend himself without 
retreating. 

The Appeals Court said: 

“Generally a military person’s 
place of abode is the place where 
he bunks and keeps his few private 
possessions. His home is_ the 
particular place where the necessi- 
ties of the service force him to live. 

“This may be a barracks, a tent, 
or even a foxhole. 

“Whatever the name of his place 
of abode, it is his sanctuary against 
unlawful intrusion; it is his ‘castle.’ 
And he is there entitled to stand 
his ground against a trespasser to 
the same extent that a civilian is 
entitled to stand fast in his civil- 
ian home.”

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Odd Way fo Kill a Cat 


HE PEOPLE, ineluding those in the uniform of their 
country, are certain to be the losers as a result of the 
latest curbs on defense news impesed by Defense Secretary 
Wilson. They will. be losers in the same way as the unen- 
lightened people of total governments, for while the latest 
gag rule is intended to suppress “unauthorized” statements 
and predictions, it will end by depriving the public of much 
real and non-controversial information to which the people 
are entitled. 

Under any form of censership, there is always the tend- 
ency among office-holders to be supereareful in releasing 
even news that is obviously harmless. There is also the tend- 
eney te over-compensate by giving out only the sort of news 
that is complimentary to one’s bosses. Both practices make 
for a sort of press control totally contrary to this country’s 
traditions. 

In brief, here is what Mr. Wilson has decreed in the wake 

of a few off-key opinions voiced by Navy and Air Force 
officials : 
@ The public information staffs of the separate services 
in the Pentagon will be reduced by one-third to one-half. 
@ The officers now heading the information services will 
be replaced by civilians. 


@ All newsworthy material must be approved by the De- 
fense Department before any of the services can give it to 
the press. 


@ Im addition (and this is probably the most disturbing 
of all the strictures imposed), all material released must 
“constitute a constructive contribution to the primary mis- 
sion of the Defense Department.” 

Now that’s a real good word—“constructive.” Its mean- 
ing can be as varied as the personalities and motives.of the 
persons empowered to say what it means. For laek of con- 
trary evidence, it is being interpreted by the press as mean- 
ing that no information will be released by the Pentagon 
that does not conform to the policies—political as well as 
military—of the Administration’s defense leaders. 

This is the fifth time since the present Administration 
has been in office that restrictions of one kind or another 
have been put on the services’ press agencies. The latest 
are said to have resulted from recent unauthorized state- 
ments by Navy CNO Carney, Air Force Assistant Secretary 
Gardner, and the captain of the atom-powered sub, “Nau- 
tilus.” 

Frankly, it seems “cruel and unusual punishment” to 
try to muzzle Admiral Carney by shifting the Army ‘cHief 
of information, Maj. Gen. Gilman Mudgett, to other chores. 
The latter, as well as the other uniformed information heads, 
have been doing the best they could under an Administra- 
tion that, more often than not, has been at odds within it- 


self over many questions of policy. Head-on clashes among 
Cabinet officers and Republican senators come most readily 
te mind in this respect. 

But what is most disturbing to us in these reeurring 
efforts to bottle up sources of military information is the 
disservice that is done to the readers and listeners of press 
media. A well-informed people is an alert people. We fail 
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| (up to 20 years) but by having to 





to see how Americans can become well-informed when they 
are “educated’’ to believe in the necessity for one course of | 
military action, to the exclusion of every other thought on 
the subject. 


It is quite possible, for example that in time it may be) 
seen that aircraft super-carriers are not needed in sea war-| 
fare; that massive retaliation and giant air fleets are not 
the all-in-all they are presently cracked up to be; and that 
to reduce our ground force to a state of weakness may prove 
ruinous. But if the people are deprived of expert opinion on 
these matters because it is contrary to an arbitrarily set 
policy, then they may be excused if they lapse into lethargy 





and confusion when—and if—their old gods are destroyed.

Here’s how the “plus” _is 
figured. Four months at Churchill, 
divided into the normal tour there 
for a man not accompanied by de- 
pendents, which is 12*months. This 
is four-twelfths, or one-third. One- 
third of a ZI tour is six months. 

Thus on his return from 
Churchill, he will have an assured 
tour of 11 months in the States 
before he is vulnerable to involun- 
tary assignment overseas. 


Another example: After 13 
months of' an assured tour, a man 
goes to Europe for four months’ 
TDY. On his return to the States 
he has five months, “plus four- 
thirty-sixths of 18 months as his 
remaining assured tour. This is 
seven months’ assured ZI service.

THE NEW REG defines 36 
months overseas as the normal tour 
for all but Gyroscope assignees 
and certain other individuals. For 
women, the normal tour is 24 
months, unless accompanied by de- 
pendents, in which case it is 36 
months. 

However, there are a long list 
of exceptions. They are as follows, 
with the first figure following the 
area giving the length of tour for 
those with dependents or those who 
have no dependents, the second 
figure - giving’ the «tour for those 
not accompanied by dependents. 
Where only one figure follows the 
place, dependents are not author- 
ized to accompany sponsors and 
the tour is the same for all.

All manuscripts, the order con- 
tinues, must be submitted for clear- 
ance before submission to an edi- 
tor or publisher. 

Clearance of an article will be 
based not only on security consid- 
erations, but also on whether it is 
a “constructive contribution to the 
primary mission of the Department 
of Defense.” 

Under the order, civilians, with 
salaries of about $14,800 each, will 
step in to replace the present mili- 
tary men who are responsible for 
releasing service news to the pub- 
lic.

CAMP DESERT ROCK, 
Nev.—Soldiers taking part in 
the Army’s atomic maneuvers 
are carrying a gadget which 
some day may be as much a 
part of them as rifles, helmets 
and field boots. 


This relatively new item of issue 
is a dosimeter film badge. In event 
of an atomic war, this small piece 
of cardboard wrapped in transpar- 
ent plastic would be the soldier’s 
personal record of exposure to that 
mysterious factor which cannot be 
seen, heard, felt, smelled or tasted 
by the individual—radiation. 

Most of the soldiers participating 
in Exercise Desert Rock VI never 
had heard of the film badge before 
arriving here, but its importance 
was immediately apparent to all. 

Unlike most Army issue items, 
the film badge doesn’t have a pre- 
scribed place to be worn on the uni- 
form. It doesn’t matter, for it is as 
effective when carried in a pocket 
or money belt as when attached to 
the lapel of a field jacket. Gamma 
rays, those uncontrollable little 
demons born of nuclear detona- 
tions, can penetrate just about any- 
thing except a wall of lead.

MEASURING ABOUT two square 
inches, these badges contain two 
types of X-ray film. One sheet of 
film registers relatively little bom- 
bardment from radioactive rays— 
from 50 millitoentgens to 20 roent- 
gens per hour, which isn’t nearly 
enough to harm anyone. The other 
sheet records degrees of exposure 
ranging from a harmless eight to a 
lethal 1000 roentgens. 

Accuracy in processing the 
badges to determine amounts of 
exposure is all-important. The ex- 
posure is “read” by how intense, or 
dark, the film is when developed. 
This process is handled by nine sol- 
diers of the 16th Signal Bn. from 
Fort Huachuca, Ariz. 

Directly in charge of the proces- 
sing operation is veteran Army 
photographer, Sgt. Verland A. Gil- 
bertson, who has been on previous 
atomic maneuvers here. He and his 
team are pioneering methods of 
field-processing the badges in a 
standard Signal Corps field labora- 
tory. These methods may be adopt- 
ed by the Army for field use and it 
may not be necessary to invest 
large sums of money in special 
equipment.

A Tiny Beauty Born to Speed 


1955 sedan races down a test road 

at 80 mph. Its driver pushes a 
button, signaling for a charge of dyna- 
mite inserted ‘in the tire to go off. 
The blast blows out the tire, and the 
driver holds the car in perfect control 
as it comes to a standstill. 

The car door opens, and a tiny, 
glamorous woman of 28 emerges to 
look over the damage. Her name is 
Betty Skelton, and this 5’3” dare-devil 
has plenty of the real courage that’s 


needed to detonate a charge of dyna-: 


mite on a car doing 80 mph. 

The purpose of the “blow-out” tests 
Betty conducted was to determine the 
woman motorist’s reaction to violent 
blow-outs, and the effectiveness of 
power steering in such emergencies. 

Betty tests Dodge cars from the 
woman’s viewpoint, checking for com- 
fort, ease of handling, style, and par- 
ticularly safety for the woman motor- 
ist. She became the only woman to 
handle this job in fhe automotive in- 


dustry after a lifetime of piloting air- 
planes, helicopters, blimps, “jump- 
boats,” and automobiles.

BEFORE THAT Betty had rolled 
and looped a special-built midget stunt 
plane to a women’s international aero- 
batic championship three years in a 
row (1948-1950). She soared a Piper 
Cub to a world altitude record in 1949, 
when she reached 25,763 feet over 
Miami, In 1951 she climbed to 29,050 
feet over Tampa, establishing another 
world. altitude record in a Piper Cub. 

The young dare-devil zoomed a P-51 
Mustang racer around a three kilo- 
meter course over Tampa Bay, setting 
an unofficial world speed record for 
engine-driven aircraft. 

Betty first entered automotive rac- 
ing competition at National Speed 
Week, Daytona Beach, in February 
1954. There she tucked another record 
under her 22” belt, when she drove a 
Dodge V-8 over a “flying mile” at 


105.88 mph, a record for stock Ameri- 
can automobiles of 200-300 cu. in. pis- 
ton displacement. 

Last June the 98-pound beauty floor- 
boarded a “Firearrow” around the 
4.7-miles oval track at Chelsea Proving 
Grounds, Mich., reaching a women’s 
world record speed of 143.44 mph. Her 
time was clocked by the A.A.A., mak- 
ing Betty the only woman to be official- 
ly licensed and timed by that organ- 
ization. 

She returned to the proving grounds 
at Chelsea in September to beat her 
own record, this time streaking the 
same ear to an unofficial 144.02 mph.

THE BROWN-HAIRED DOLL hails 
from Winter Haven, Fla., where her 
father, David L. Skelton, is the mana- 
ger of an Air Force flight contract 
school. Myrtle Skelton, Betty’s mother, 
is a real estate broker.

of fast motion. She became an excel- 
lent water skier, and took to the 
Cypress Gardens “jump-boats,” the 
tiny hydroplanes that soar 50 to 60 
feet from six-foot ski ramps.

The fast pace began for Betty when 
she first flew solo at the age of 12— 
not legally, but “behind the hangar 
at the airport when no one was look- 
ing.” She was presented with her 
license on her 16th birthday, making 
her the youngest licensed pilot in the 
country.

Music for unaccompanied violin 
is pretty long-hair stuff. If you 


like it, you can have some great 
moments. If you haven’t acquired 
the taste, it can be a rather grim 
business. I believe that it takes 
a passion for pure music and 
form, patience, and probably a 
lot of experience in listening to 
music before you can sit down 
to listen for pure pleasure. Until 
then, proper appreciation of this 
sonata and partita will demand 
plenty of intellectual exercise. 
This record is a great one, I 
think. Bach, of course, is an all- 
time all-star in the music busi- 
ness, and these pieces are among 
his finest works. Although they

[HE RESERVIST’S GUIDE 

AND RECORD, by Maj. Daniel 
J. Kern, USAR, and Ledr. George 
L. Cantzlaar, USNR. David McKay 
Co.; N. Y. 223 pages text. $3.50. 


This is primarily intended as 
an informational book for officers 
and men of the Reserve com- 
ponents. Use of charts provides 
the ,individual with a method of 
keeping up his personal credits 
for retirement and other pur- 
poses. 

One of the authors, Maj. Kern, 
also collaborated with Col. H. A. 
Cooney, then chief of the New 
York Military District, in an ef- 
fort to establish “an enlisted Re- 
servists’ association. Col. Cooney 
in turn wrote the introduction 
to the Army section of the book 
for Maj. Kern. 

Chief objection to The Reserv- 
ists’ Guide and Record is that a 
bound book is usually out of date 
within a few months after publi- 
cation. If a supplemental service 
is not provided the book loses 
much of its value. 

Although the authors say that 
their manuscript was submitted 
to the respective services for re- 
view—thus checked for accuracy, 
etc—their information on the 
date of rank precedence under 
ROPA is inaccurate. 

Despite occasional exceptions, 
this book should be helpful to 
most reservists —S.F.T.

Bean Buffet 


It’s a cinch to summon guests 
to a western buffet supper when 
canned beans glamorized with un- 
sulphured molasses and mustard 
make the main dish. Buoy up 
the beans with slices of canned 
luncheon meat. The salad is cole 
slaw, and the bread course has 
interest because it is split buns 
grilled with cheese under the 
broiler. 

Unsulphured molasses is the 
authentic, old-fashioned flavor for 
baked beans that has been tradi- 
tional since Colonial days. 

Here’s the recipe for the quick 
baked bean buffet: 

% cup unsulphured molasses 
2 tbs. prepared mustard 


“Y% tsp. salt 


6 cans baked beans 

2 cans luncheon meat 

Combine unsulphured molasses, 
mustard and salt. Turn 2 cans 
of the baked beans into roasting 
pan; drizzle 4% cup of the molasses 
mixture over the top. Continue 
alternating, ending with molasses 
mixture. Slice luncheon meat; add 
to beans. Cover. (If roasting pan 
does not have cover use baking 
sheet.) Bake in a moderate oven 
(350 deg. F.) 1 hour, YIELD: 12 
servings.

© How can I prevent soggy fruit 
pie crusts? 

Moisten the edges of the crusts 
with a little milk and press down 
tight. Two or three small pieces 
of macaroni should be inserted 
in the center of the pie. The 
juice of the fruit will bubble in 
the macaroni sticks and not 
saturate the crust. 
© How can I make a good ce- 
ment for mending things around 
the home? 

By mixing 1 -quart of wood 
ashes, % cup of table salt, and 
enough water to give proper con- 
sistency.

Dairy Food Use 
Up in America 


CHICAGO. — Americans con- 
sumed almost 67 billion pounds 
of dairy foods (or about 410 
pounds per capita) in 1954. 

This represents, in spite of 
enormous population increases, 
a@ seven percent rise in per per- 
sen consumption of milk and 
milk products since before World 
War Il. 

Nationally, the seven percent 
gain means. Americans placed 
42 billion more pounds of dairy 
foods on the family table than 
they would have at the 1935-39 

average annual rate of 382 lbs. 
per capita. 

Comparing 1954 with 1953, 
sales of fluid milk and cream, 
butter, cheese, and non-fat dry 
milk solids showed gains—with 
evaporated and condensed milks 
and ice cream only slightly down.

work, in cooperation with U. S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service. 

Sikes’ bill, it was explained, is 
an extension of an earlier measure 
he introduced to permit Eglin AFB, 
Fla., to use its hunting and fishing 
fees for local- conservation rather 
than turn’ them into the central 
base fund. If his new bill (HR 
5442) should be approved, no post 
would be required to return to 
the Treasury any funds accumlated 
through sale of hunting and fish- 
ing permits. 

Actually, it is believed that few 
Army posts would be affected. All 
the larger installations, as far as 
this column knows, already handle 
their funds locally. Fishing and 
hunting generally are regulated by 
post clubs which charge small an- 
nual fees. These are used not only 
to finance club activities but in 
most cases to carry out excellent 
conservation programs in conjunc- 
tion with state, local and federal 
wildlife authorities.

Easter Recess H als 
Action on Pay Hikes

NOTHING is gbing to happen in «regard to the federal 
pay raise bills until Congress shakes the travel dust 
out of its collective coattails and settles down to work again 


after Easter recess. 


Now is the time for spring fence-mend- 





ing and barring a king-size catas- 
trophe nothing is ever: allowed: to 
get in the way. 

As a result; government workers 
are losing an estimated million 
dollars a day in salary raises each 
day that the lawmakers drag their 
feet. he 

While Congress marks time on 
the pay issue, spokesmen for the 
Administration and various em- 
ployee groups are busy trying on 
the latest spring styles in com- 
promises, hoping to find at least 
one tliat fits. 

Postal union leaders have agreed 
to accept a pay hike of only 8.2 
percent, as opposed to the 10 per- 
cent already voted by the Senate 
and the 7.6 percent agreed to by the 
Administration. 

A top administration official 
called the 8.2 percent compromise 
proposal “absolutely - unaccept- 
able,” and told newsmen that “the 
President has taken a personal in- 
terest in the pay issue and is de- 
termined that no further com- 
promise be made.”

ANOTHER compromise proposal 
—and one which could be the key 
to a mutually satisfactory solution 
to the pay raise problem—would 
make the, federal pay hikes retro- 
active to March 1 or April 1 if the 
raises were small enough to meet 
with White House approval. 

As passed by the Senate, the 
postal and classified pay bills 
would not be retroactive but would 
become effective at the beginning 
of the first pay period after their 
enactment into law. ; 

On paper the proposed 10 per- 
cent raises—same amount which 
actually went into effect for serv- 
icemen last week—look good. But 
in their present form, the reason- 
ing goes, they aren’t putting a 
penny in anyone’s pocket. 

Several top figures whose ap- 
proval is needed to get the pay 
raises enacted are reported to be 
willing and ready to make a re- 
troactive clause the basis for a 





compromise. 


Grass ‘roots ‘support for the 
proposed pay raises was reported 
by Rep. William S. Mailliard, (R., 
Calif.) after a “national issues” 
opinion survey of voter's in his San 
Franciseo district.

Those who replied to Mailliard’s 
questionnaire “voted” this way: 
76 percent in favor of the GI and 
federal employee raises; 21 per- 
cent against; three percent “no 
opinion.” 

By contrast, only 60 percent of 
the voters were in favor of the 
whopping 50 percent pay raise 
which Congress has already voted 
itself. There were 35. percent. op- 
posed to raising the lawmakers’ 
pay, and five percent had no 
opinion.

“JIMMIE” GOOD, as he was 
widely known in social circles—in 
which he was exceedingly popular 
—was not a stranger to‘Washington. 
He had served in Congress from 
1909 to 1921, and the district he 
represented included Hoover's 
birthplace. In 1921 he resigned 
his seat to become head of a large 
law firm practicing in Chicago and 
Washington. 

During War I, Good worked 
in Congress for a pay raise 
to soldiers from the basic pay of 
privates of $15 per month to $30. 
The proposed raise, however, was 
not included in the National De- 
fense Act of June. 3, 1916. With 
the entry of the United States into 
the war, the pay raise was passed, 
and became effective as of June 1 
1917,

ONE OF THE postwar issues in 
which Good played an active part— 
and one which received very wide 
publicity and aroused considerable 
difference of opinion—was the mat- 
ter of a federal bonus te the sol- 
diers of War I. Good strongly op- 
posed the bonus on the ground 
that a cash gift would prove of 
small benefit to the former serv- 
icemen and their families.

Fickle Breezes 
Have No Respect 


For Generals 


FORT BRAGG, N. C.—“Stars 
fell on North Carolina” recently 
but they had quite a bit of trouble 
landing, according to local reports. 

The stars were worn by Maj. Gen. 
Joseph P.- Cleland, commanding 
general of Fort Bragg and the 
XVIII Abn. Corps, and Maj. Gen. 
F. W. Farrell, commanding general 
of the 82d Abn. Div. 

While making a normal training 
jump here the generals, along with 
several planeloads of privates who 
were making their first parachute 
jumps, “hit the silk” over the drop 
zone just as they had done count- 
less times in the past. 

A strong wind singled out the 
two generals and a group of 
privates. Within seconds it had 
blown them well off the drop zore 
into a bunch of Carolina pines 
which were determined to hold 
their ground no matter “what” 
rank was headed their way. 

The generals were as busy as 
beavers keeping clear of other 
jumpers and preparing to make a 
tree landing at the same time. The 
only limbs broken belonged to the 
pine trees.

the ground has been prepared for 
the unit which we believe can give 


the Army “advertise-ability.” Now we are ready to describe the group’s 


X—The Battle Group 


In many ways, the battle group 
is an enlarged version of the com- 
panies which form its principal 
combat element. 

Beginning as we did with the 
company, with the defensive for- 
mation, the need immediately 
arises for six. companies in the 
battle’ group. Four of these are 
responsible for the four leaves of 
the “quadrifoil position” which is 
the ideal. At the point where the 
company perimeters meet in this 
formation, additional strength 
must be established. This comes 
from the assignment to these 
shoulder positions of four combat 
teams. 

These four teams come from a 
company. The other two teams and 
the heavy team of this company 
serve as a reserve and replacement‘ 
pool. They will support any sector 
where the fighting is heavy, be 
ready—as teams or as crews — to 
Feplace any element of any of the 
companies which has been reduced 
below effective strength. 

The requirement for a sixth com- 
pany comes from the necessity for 
an adequate reserve, for an ele- 
ment of the battle group which is 
ready to counterattack or take the 
offensive and for an element able 
to maintain physical liaison with 
adjacent units. 

- a 7 


THESE are the “light” elements 
of the battle group. It must also 
have the weapons to give it, on a 
heavier scale than in the smaller 
units, the three elements of fire- 
power we have demanded. 

It gets these from its howitzer 
unit, armed with eight guns. These 
must be 105mm towed howitzers. 
As soon as proved, the 11 gun- 
howitzer should replace 105. 
For AT and direct fire support, 
the 90mm airborne gun, SP, about 
which the Army will release no 
additional information, suggests it- 
self as the best choice among pres- 
ent day weapons. For automatic 
fire and antiaircraft protection, 
no weapon other than the quad- 
50, mounted on the “ONTOS” type 
vehicle, referred to two years ago 
in Congressional hearings, is a 
possibility. 

Some 200 men, including offi- 
cers, will handle these 24 heavy 
support weapons. 

There are two additional ele- 
ments in the combat section of the 
battle group. The first is a recon- 
naissance platoon. This should con- 
sist of two light combat teams, the 
recon officer, his driver, the pla- 
toon sergeant, and two communica- 





tions jeeps, Total here is 44 men. 





The second element is the 


organization, its needs and how it will be used. 


battle group band which also 
serves as the _ security force 
around battle group headquarters. 
They are an essential part of the 
battle group. There are about 44 
men in this element. 

The support element of the 
battle group is next. It must have 
two operating sections — an en- 
gineer, or pioneer, section, and a 
communication section. Repair and 
supply activities will be separate 
from this operating activity. 

In addition to the communica- 
tions operating, construction: and 
repair personnel, and the engi- 
neering: operating, construction 
and repair personnel, there must 
be three: support elements. These 
are: 

Personnel support — medical 
care and supplies; food and cloth- 
ing, and all other activities de- 
signed to maintain men at their 
best. 

Weapons . support—ammunition 
resupply, weapons repair, some 
parts and replacement items. 

Automotive support — POL re- 
supply, spare parts, vehicle repair. 

One essential thing is that the 


support officer establish his re-| 


pair and ‘supply points so that 
company vehicles coming in for 
supplies can draw al] kinds at a 
single -point. This will mean that 
group depots will be general. They 
will also be dispersed, with per- 
haps four or five scattered within 
the group perimeter. 

The possibility exists of giving 
repair and support to the weapons 
company from the support element 
and of« having -fire control com- 
munications in the si operat- 
ing element. This should be looked 
into as a personnel economy pos- 
sibility. 

* . * 

THE BATTLE GROUP is now 
organized except for three ele 
ments. The first is a “battle group 
rear,” operating back at ComZ de- 
pot level, to give the combat group 
support. The second is home base 
headquarters, where the adminis- 
tration of the group is carried on 
and where the group is perma- 
nently based. 

Over all this is Battle Group A 


| headquarters. The Battle group, 


because of its complexity and mo- 
bility, should be commanded by a 
colonel. He must have his staff,

The Bren gun carrier has been 
used to typify the vehicle needed 





by the battle group to carry out its 
job. But it has been shown to be 
inadequate, 

To R&D then goes the job of 
producing a cross-country vehicle, 
of 7000 pounds or less, starkly 
simple, carrying a crew of six and 
able to pull a trailer with a half- 
ton load. The vehicle must be able 
to carry one ton. It must give its 
crew the all-around protection of 
one-inch of armor or the equiva- 
lent. 

This vehicle must be able to be 
beefed up, with as little additional 
weight as possible, to serve as the 
tractor for a 105mm howitzer. It 
must have cargo space. 

Another version of the vehicle 
must be able to mount a quad-50 
turret. And finally, still another 
version must be designed to give 
even. better AA protection to the 
battle group. We believe that this 
could be achieved by mounting the 
twin-20 turret of modern heavy 
bombers along with some ranging 
eqquipment ‘on the vehicle. 

. . - 


THE SECOND AREA of need is 
in air transport. The battle group 
has been‘organized so that its ele- 
ments On the team level can be 
carried in a C-130 transport. This 
applies equally to the howitzer and 
AT gun sections, where two guns 
and a support vehicle could be so 
carried 


But to carry the battle group— 
2000 men strong in the field—the 
group should have organic aircraft. 
For Battle Group A, therefore, a 
total of 150 C-130s should be given 
the Army, along with pilots, sup- 
port troops, etc. 


Xll—Conclusion 


Our battle group is not infantry, 
armor or airborne. It is, in a 
sense, a light cavalry organization, 
designed to work together with the 
infantry, both regular and, air- 
borne, and with the heavy cavalry 
that armor represents. 

There are certain organizational 
and tactical principles involved in 
it which are far from new. We 
hope and believe that the Army 
is fully aware of them, that it has 
used them in its reorganization ex- 
periments in both Exercises Blue 
Belt and Follow Me. 

But our original purpose was to 
design a unit which would give the 
Army advertisability. In so doing, 
we think we have designed a unit 
which increases the Army’s strik- 
ing power.

Within 24 hours of receiving its 
orders, the battle group can be 
making a show of force in many 
areas of the world. Within 48 hours, 
it can appear in almost any place 
on the globe. 

As quickly as the group can ap- 
pear to parade or occupy a town, 
just.as quickly it can be deployed 
to meet the threat of aggression 
throughout ‘the world. 

If needed, the group can be sent 
to help stricken areas. 

By proper organization and skill- 
ful use of the its aircraft, the 
group, or elements of it, can go 
from one assignment to the next 
without going back to its home 
base. 

Battle Group A should not re- 
place other units jn the Army. 
It would be ideal if every man in it 
were jump-qualified, ranger- 
trained, ready to take part in am- 
phibious operations. But this is not 
necessary. 

What is necessary is to have in 
the Army one display unit and to 
use it. Use of the unit, even at 
slight additional ‘cost, is one key. 

That Battle Group A is an elite 
unit goes wothout saying. This is 
a second key. j 

Battle Group A also illustrates 
those aspects of the Army which 
can make Army service exciting.

ALL THESE are necessary to 
the aim we seek—advertisability. 

But the success or failure of any 
organization in giving this feature 
to the Army rests finally on imag- 
ination. Given this unit, will the 
Army’s leaders use it? The only 
limits on the group’s use are the 
limits of the imagination of those 
who give it orders and those in it. 

By stating this problem and sug- 
gesting a solution we hope that we 
have stimulated the imagination 
of enough people so that the Army 
will attain “advertise-ability.”
